German  exporters  in  Tientsin.  China,  fear  that  some  of  their 
stocks  of  carpet  wool  and  anim.al  hair  stored  in  British  warehouses  may 
not  be  released  for  export  to  neutral  markets  including  the  United 
States,  although  sold  before  the  declaration  of  war.  As  a  result  of  lack 
of  local  stocks,  exchange  restrictions,  probability  of  an  European  war. 
and  the  Tientsin  flood  of  August  20,  the  wool  business  was  at  a  virtual 
standstill  in  August.

Estimates  of  the  1939  wheat  crop  in  24  countries  reporting  total 
2,862,584,000  tushels  as  compared  with  2,942,132,000  "bushels  produced  "by 
the  same  countries  in  1938  when  they  accounted  for  73  percent  of  the 
estima.ted  Northern  Hemisphere  crop,  excluding  China  and  the  Soviet  Union, 
The  first  official  estimate  of  Canadian  production,  placed  at  449,058,000 
"bushels,  together  with  an  increase  of  4,683,000  "bushels  in  the  United  States 
estimate,  indicates  that  the  North  American  total  will  "be  only  a"bout  96  mil- 
lion "bushels  smaller  than  the  lai'ge    1938  crop.    Marked  increases  in  the 
Rumanian  and  Hungarian  estimates  have  been  reported,  which  "bring  the  total 
Danubian  crop  to  about  463  million  bushels  as  against  456  million  produced 
in  1938, 

The  estimated  1939  rye  production  of  14  countries  is  about  12  million 
bushels  larger  than  the  total  reported  by  the  same  countries  in  1938,  which 
represented  44  percent  of  the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere  crop,  excluding 
China  and  the  Soviet  Union.     The  first  estimate  for  Canada  indicates  an  in- 
crease this  year  over  1938  of  51  percent,  and  the  Yugoslav  crop  is  placed 
8  percent,  above  that  of  last  year.

The  first  pffici^  estimates  of  Cana-dian  grain  production,  issued  "by 
the  Dominion  Bureau  of  statistics  at  Ottawa,  show  marked  increases  for  all 
crops  except  barley,    Ihe  wheat  crop/ placed  at  449,0513,000  bushels,  is 
99,048,000  bushels  larger  than  the  put  turn  in  19  isS' and"  the  fourth  largest  on 
record.    In  1928,  "Canadian^wheat  production  reached  its  highest  level, 
amounting  to  567  million  bushels,  and  in  1923  and  1927  more  than  450  million 
bushels  were  harvested.    Because  of  several  severe  droughts,  the  outturn  of 
recent  years,  1933-1937,  has  averaged  only  247,821,000  bushels.

The  current  crop  of  spring  wheat  was  estimated  at  426,640,000  bushels, 
99  percent  of  which  was  grown  in  the  Prairie  provinces,  where  above-normal 
rainfall  in  June  resulted  in  increased  yields.    Excessively  hot  dry  weather 
during  July  ajad  August,  however,  reduced  early  expectations,  to  some  extent 
both  as  to  yields  ajidt  grades,  especially  for  top-grade  wheat.     It  was  estima-* 
ted  that  about  12  million  bushels  of  Durum  wheat  were  produced  this  season, 
compared  witlri  22  million  bushels  in  1938. 

The  rye  acreage  was  considerably  expanded  for  the- 1939  crop,  and 
an  outturn  of  16,549,000  bushels  was  reported,  the  largest  crop  since  the 
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early  twenties  and  5,551,000  "bushels  alDOve  that  of  1938.    Daring  1933-1937, 
only  5,708,000  bushels  of  rye  were  averaged  as  compared  with  12,718,000  dur- 
ing the  previous  5-year  period.  ■^C.i-r-y  • 

The  principal  feed  crops  of  Canada  total  ahout  the  same  as  in  1938. 
The  production  of  oats  was  increased  by  1,860,000  to  396,453,000  bushels 
and  that  of  barley  fell  by  3,033,000  to  99 ,209,000. bushels.    The  1933-1937 
average  of  these  crops  totaled  332,173,000  and  73,224,000  bushels,  respec-  . 
tively.    ilaxseed  production  increased  from  1,339,000  bttshels  in  1938  to 
2,294,000  bushels,  or  .about  double  the  1933-1937  average.     Seedings  of  flax- 
seed have  shown  a  marked  downward  trend  since  1924,  when  the  record  post-war 
acreage  and  production  were  reported.

The  carry-over  of  wheat  in  Canada,  as  of  July  31,  was  estimated  at 
95  million  bushels,  which,  when  e.dded  to  tho  crop  estimate  of  449  million 
bushels,  indicates  a  'octal  supply  on  hand  of  544  million  bushels.  Domestic 
consumption  usually  averages  somewhat  above  100  million  bushels;  if  this 
amount  is  deducted  for  1939-40,  about  440  million  bushels  of  wheat  remain 
for  export  during  this  season  and  carry-over  on  July  31,  1940.    Thus  the 
exportable  surplus  available  in  Canada  this  season  is  the  largest  since 
1932-33  and  compares  with  about  271  million  bushels  last  season.

THE  ELUE-CURED  TOBACCO  SITUATION  IN  THE  ORIENT  POR  1939  ' 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  current  flue-cured  tobacco 
situation  in  the  Orient  is  an  increase  of  approximately  50  percent  in  the 
domestic  supply,  according  to  a  report  from  the  American  consul  general  at 
Shanghai.     The  total  flue-cured  crop  of  the  Orient  will  probably  reach  263 
million  pounds,  which  is  about  63  million  poxinds  above  the  average  for  1932- 
1936. 

The  crop  of  China,  the-  principal  producer,  i's  expected  to  amount  to 
140  million  pound-s,  compared  with  81,5  million  in  1938.    Estimates  for 
Manchuria  have  been  placed  at  25  million  pounds,  a  crop  double  that  of  a  year 
ago.     There  is  a  possibility,  however,  that  the  final  estimate  for  Manchuria 
will  be  lowered  somewhat  owing  to  a  recent  drought  in  southern  Manchuria.  In 
the  Japanese  Empire,  production  was  increased  by  over  23  percent,  amounting 
t/i  98.Soiillion  jiounds.

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The  outlook  for  1939-40,  despite  the  a'bundant  domestic  supply,  depands 
largely  upon  the  manner  of  marketing  the  1939  crop  in  China,    All  reports 
received  to  date  indicate  that  the  new  crop  in  China  will  Tdc  controlled  by 
Japanese  agencies  throu^  limiting  the  market  facilities  to  two  Japanese  con- 
cerns.   Both  of  these  organizations  are  composed  of  Japanese  tohacco  companies 
who  have  interests  in  China  and  Manchuria.     It  is  safe  to  as^mo  that  the 
usual  huycrs  in  China  will  he  refused  the  former  practice  of  purchasing  direct 
from  farmers,  although  non-Japanese  manufacturers  may  he  allowed  to  ohtain  part 
of  their  requirements  through  the  Japanese  agencies,  probably  at  prices  fixed 
by  the  Japanese  and  possibly  in  foreign  currency.     This  method  was  followed  in 
Shantung  with  the  1938  crop.    The  current  crop  of  Manchuria  will  probably  be 
purchased  by  the  newly  organized  Manchurian  monopoly  company  and  distributed 
among  its  member-companies. 

Owing  to  restrictions  on  tobacco  imports  into  Manchuria  and  the  small 
1938  China  crop,  as  well  as  its  limited  distribution,  leaf  stocks  available  to 
manufacturers  in  these  two  areas  ar?  estimated  to  be  low,    Ho  immediate  short- 
age, however,  is  supposed  to  exist  in  Japan  as  the  monopoly  usually  carries 
about  2  years'  supply.     Recent  press  reports  from  Japan  indicate  that  the 
monopoly  is  at         present  drawing  on  its  reserve,  and  cigarettes  containing  flue- 
cured  tobacco  are  becoming  scarce  on  the  Japanese  markets. 

Disruption  of  transportation  facilities  between  Honan  tobacco  producing 
areas  and  marketing  centers  since  October  1938  has  prevented  a  largo  part  of 
the  1938  crop  and  part  of  the  1937  crop  from  moving  out.    About  4  million 
pounds  of  this  stock  are  reported  to  have  reached  a  railway  town  on  the 
Tientsin-Pulcow  line,  by  overland  route,  and  wore  purchased  by  the  Japanese. 
Stocks  of  old  leoi"  in  Honan  Province  are  estimated  at  about  20  million  pounds. 

Imports  of  foreign  tobacco  into  the  Orient  during  ther  present  season 
have  been  substantially  larger  than  during  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 
About  98  percent  of  this  trade  goes  to  China,  where  a  small  crop  and  poor 
distribution  in  1938  more  than  offset  the  unfavorable  exchange  situation.  As 
Chinese  currency  drops  to  new  low  levels,  however,  the  import  outlook  grows 
more  unfavorable. 

Government  restrictions  on  tobacco  imports  into  Manchuria  and  the 
Japanese  Empire  have  practically  shut  out  imports  from  all  countries  outside 
the  yen  bloc.     Imports  of  American  leaf  into  Manchuria,  which  during  the  past 
two  seasons  averaged  about  700,000  pounds  a  month,  have  be«n  greatly  reduced 
owing  to  those  measures.     In  view  of  the  increased  domestic  production  in 
Manchuria,  and  present  facilities  for  imports  of  Chinese  tobacco  on  a  favorable 
basis,  the  Manchurian  authorities  recently  announced  that  tobacco  imports  from 
Chosen  and  Japan  will  be  reduced  to  a  very  low  level  and  that  imports  from 
foreign  countries  will  be  completely  stopped,    Japan's  plans  for  imports, 
according  to  press  reports,  will  be  restricted  to  Chinese  tobacco  since  it  does 
not  require  foreign  currency.

A  strong  demand  for  imports  of  low-grade  leaf  has  prevailed  in  China 
since  the  devaluation  of  Chinese  currency  and  the  consequent  problem  of 
increasing  cigarette  prices.    Ihj.rin.5  the  past  few  months  imports  of  low-grad 
leaf  have  been  filled  principally  by  India.    Trade  estimates  indicate  an 
importation  of  about  7  million  pounds  of  Indian  flue-cured  in  1938-39,  a 
significant  increase  over  past  years.     Imports  of  tobacco  stems  for  the  1938 
39  season  are  esrpected  to  show  some  increase  for  the  same  reason  that  applie 
to  low  grades.     Imports  of  stems  into  China  from  1934  to  1938  are  officially 
reported  as  follows:

It  is  estimated  that  the  Chinese  consumption  of  flue-cured  tobacco 
in  cigarettes  during  1938-39  will  be  reduced  to  a  level  below  that  of  last 
year.    Handrolled  cigarettes  are  expected  to  take  about  20  million  pounds. 
Recently,  pipe  smoking  is  reported  to  have  replaced  a  large  part  of  the 
handrolled  business  due  to  the  scarcity  of  cigarette  paper  in  the  interior. 
Trade  estimates  of  cigarette  sales  in  Manchuria  for  the  season  up  through 
June,  show  a  reduction  of  over  50  percent  compared  with  the  same  period  last 
year,but  itis  not  expected  th»t  the  total  disappearance  of  leaf  in 
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Manchuria  will  show  much  decrease  owing  to  the  large  quantity  of  cigarettes 
manufactured  for  military  use.    On  the  whole,  however,  it  is  believed  that 
for  the  whole  season  tobacco  consumption  in  these  two  areas  will  have  de- 
creased slightly  owing  to  high  prices,  distribution  difficulties,  and  a 
scarcity  of  tobacco  in  Manchuria. 

•    BRITISH  GOVERimENT  TAKES  OVER  FOODSTUrT  IMPORT  TRAD3S 

The  British  Food  I>efenee  Department,  to  be  known  in  the  future  as  the 
Food  Ministry,  will  exercise  the  sole  right  to  the  importation  of  all  essen- 
tial foodstuffs  into  the  United  Kingdom,  according  to  a  cable  received 
from  the  American  Embassy  in  London, 

While  the  organization  of  the  new  Ministry  is  still  incomplete,  it 
has  been  announced  that  among  its  functions  will  be  the  acquisition  of  foreign 
supplies  of  foodstuffs,  the  imposition  of  domestic  price-control  measures,  and 
the  organization  and  control  of  distribution.    The  new  Ministry,  in  effect, 
will  have  a  complete  monopoly  of  the  British  import  trade  in  foodstuffs. 

The  responsibility  for  the  acquisition  of  foreign  supplies  has  been 
delegated  to  a  General  Supplies  Division.    That  agency  is  now  conducting  pre- 
liminary consultations  with  representatives  of  supplying  countries.     In  fact, 
it  is  actively  negotiating  vrith  Argentina,  Canada,  and  Australia,  according 
to  the  despatch. 

It  is  understood  that  centralized  buying  mil  be  adopted  for  important 
staples,  especially  for  those  in  connection  with  which  Government  selling 
agencies  are  functioning  in  the  exporting  countries.     Certain  individuals 
have  already  been  designated  as  buyers.    In  other  products  the  foodstuff  imf 
port  trade  will  continue  to  operate  under  licensed  control. 

While  plans  are  still  incomplete,  it  is  understood  that  the  desire  is 
to  purchase  at  once  the  better  part  of  a  year' s  supply  of  all  of  the  essen- 
tial food  ipports  while  prices  overseas  are  still  reasonable.    The  matter 
of  actual  delivery,  however,  is  to  be  deferred  until  the  products  are  needed 
and  as  the  shipping  situation  permits  their  importation.     Subsequently  the 
Government  will  seek  longer-term  arrangements  vAierever  the  most  satisfactory 
condition  of  payment  can  be  secured. 

Foodstuff  price  control  is  thought  likely  as  the  second  major  activity 
of  the  new  Food  Ministry.     It  hps  been  clearly  indicated  that  the  British 
authorities  intend  not  only  to  control  British  wholesale  and  retail  prices 
of  foodstuffs,  but  to  exert  British  buying  power  and  control  of  shipping,  in 
conjunction  with  France,  to  check  speculative  and  other  forces  making  for 
high  and  fluctuating  world  prices. 

The  steps  already  taken  to  control  food  prices  in  the  United  Kingdom 
include  the  assumption  of  Government  control  over  stocks  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and. supplies  in  transit  of  all  foodstuffs  for  which  the  country  is 
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on  an  import  "basis,  and  the  fixing  of  maximum  prices  in  pounds  sterling  for 
a  long  list  of  products.    Among  the  products  of  special  interest  to  American 
agriculture  for  which  maximum  prices  already  have  "been  fixed  are  "bacon, 
hams,  lard,  wheat  and  flour,  dried  fruits,  oilseeds,  and  vegetable  oils. 
Other  products  for  which  maximum  prices  have  "been  set  are  "butter,  cheese, 
eggs,  tea,  sugar,  potatoes,  canned  salmon,  margarine,  hogs,  cattle,  sheep, 
and  fresh  meats.     The  prices  have  been  fixed  temporarily  at  about  the  levels 
prevailing  shortly  before  the  outbreak  of  hostilities. 

A  third  major  activity  of  the  new  Food  Ministry,  according  to  the 
despatch,  is  the  organization  of  distribution.    Activity  under  that  heading 
thus  far  has  been  confined  largely  to  a  decentralization  of  the  physical 
handling  and  storage  of  essential  foodstuffs.    Ration  cards  are  ready  but  the 
Food  Ministry  announced  on  September  8  that  they  would  not  be  introduced  for 
3  or  4  weeks.    When  introduced  they  will  allow  for  virtually  nornal  consu^ip- 
tion  except,  possibly,  for  butter  and  bacon.     Rationing  is  held  to  be  neces- 
sary chiefly  to  secure  a  fair  distribution  incident  to  widespread  evacuation 
and' other  war  maladjustments.     Wlaile  emphasis  at  the  present  time  is  not  upon 
a  reduction  in  consumption,  reliable  sources  indicate  that  sharp  curtailment 
is  likely  to  be  ordered  sooner  or  later  in  meats,  fresh  fruits,  imported 
luxuries,  and  possibly  sugar  and  fats.     The  extent  of  such  curtailment  will 
depend  upon  a  number  of  factors.     Included  among  them  are  the  supplies  on 
hand,  world  prices,  the  Nation' s  ability  to  obtain  foreign  exchange  or  to 
provide  for  other  means  of  payment  for  essential    foodstuffs,  and  the  question 
of  adequate  shipping  facilities. 

BRITISH  FRUIT  TRADE  PLACED  IfflDER  GOVERIMENT  CONTROL 

Imports  of  numerous  fresh  fruits  and  of  all  fruit  juices  and  dried 
fruits  into  the  United  Kingdom  may  be  made  only  under  a  license  issued  by 
the  Food  Ministry,  according  to  reports  by  cable  from  the  American  agricul- 
tural attache  at  London.     The  licensing  order  for  fresh  fruits  and  juices 
became  effective  September  5  and  that  for  dried  fruits  on  September  7.  With 
respect  to  those  items  under  licensed  control,  American  exporters  are  advised 
to  secure  definite  information  -orior  to  loading  as  to  whether  the  consignee 
in  the  United  Kingdom  has  secured  a  license  permitting  the  importation. 

So  f'^r,  apples,  pears,  bananas,  oranges,  grapefruit,  and  limes,  are 
the  only  fresh  fruits  not  included  among  the  commodities  for  which  import 
licenses  maist  be  obtained.     In  view  of  the  large  British  fruit  crops  this 
year,  however,  the  advisability  of  adopting  some  special  restrictions  on 
apples  and  pears  is  being  considered  by  the  authorities.     Despatches  from 
London  emphasize  that  the  shipping  space  available  for  fruit  is  likely  to 
become  a  serious  problem  since  the  British  Government  may  give  priority  to 
other  products.    As  a  consequence,  the  imports  of  some  fruits,  such  as  grapes, 
plums,  and  melons  may  be  restricted  immediately.     No  information  is  available 
with  respect  to  details  applying  to  the  trade  in  canned  fruit. 
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In  dried  fruits,  the  Food  Ministry  is  empowered  to  determine  quanti- 
ties to  he  imported  and  the  conditions  of  payment.    The  method  of  payment 
required  may  "be  a  consideration  influencing  the  issuance  of  import  pennits. 
The  issuing  agency  also  will  take  into  account  the  foreign-exchange  and 
shipping  situation  in  considering  applications.     It  is  understood  that  the 
dried-fruit  import  trade  v/ill  be  rationed  on  the  basis  of  previous  import 
volume . 

Effective  September  7,  all  dried-fruit  stocks  in  the  United  Kingdom 
passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Food  Ministry.    All  shipments  received  after 
that  date  become  the  property  of  the  Government  and  British  buyers  holding 
stocks  abroad  must  comply  with  directions  for  assuring  that  ownership  or 
control  of  such  stocks  will  be  transferred  to  the  Food  Ministry  if  and  when 
demanded. 

Maximum  British  prices  for  dried  fruits  have  been  set,  until  further 
notice,  at  levels  «vo  higher  than  those  prevailing  during  the  week  ended 
August  28.    The  United  Kingdom  has  long  been  one  of  the  primary  mgirkets  for 
American  dried-fruit  exports.     During  the  calendar  year  1938  United  States 
exports  were  as  follows:     Haisins  28,700  short  tons,  prunes  21,650  tons, 
dried  apricots  1,800  tons,  dried  apples  1,000  tons,  dried  peaches  600  tons, 
dried  pears  600  tons,  and  other  dried  fruits  1,160  short  tons,

UNITED  STATES  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PROIUCTS^  JULY  1939 


United  States  foreign  trade  in  agricultural  products  during  July  was 
at  a  low  level,  as  has  been  the  case  for  more  than  a  year.    The  largest  con- 
tributing factor  to  the  diminished  export  trade  was  cotton.    The  decline  in 
imports  was  slightly  greater  in  the  supplementary  (comr^etitive)  group  of 
products  than  in  the  complementary  (non-competitive)  group. 
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July  1939  compared  with  July  1938 

A  comparison  of  foreign  trade  daring  July  1939  with  that  of  the  same 
month  of  1938  shows  that,  although  the  value  of  total  foreign  trade  in  all 
commodities  was  higher  this  year,  the  value  of  trade  in  agricultural  com- 
modities v/as  lower. 

The  decrease  was  attrihuta'ble  to  the  export  trade,  which  was  44  per- 
cent under  that  of  a  year  earlier.    Tarm  products  dropped  from  24  percent 
of  total  United  States  exports  in  1938  to  14  percent  in  1939.     Cottoi),  again 
and  grain  products,  vegetable  products,  and  fresh  and  canned  fruit  apcoanted 
for  the  largest  portion  of  the  decrease.    The  declared  unit  values  of  agri- 
cultural exports  were  generally  lower  in  1939  than  in  1938,  although  certain 
items  increased. 

The  value  of  farm  imports  during  July  1939  was  18  percent  ahove  its 
level  during  July  1938.    Approximately  59  percent  of  the  rise  represented 
increased  purchases  of  complomcntar^'  (non-competitive)  products.    The  largest 
single  item  v/as  crude  ruhher,  imports  of  which  more  than  doubled  the?.r  July 
1938  value.     The  principal  supplementary  imj^ort  commodities  that  increased 
were  hides  and  skins,  cattle,  bran  shorts,  oilcake  and  meal,  canned  pine- 
apples, wheat  and  wheat  flour,  tapioca  flour,  and  sugar. 

The  unit  values  of  July  1939  imports  of  competitive  products  waio  gener- 
ally loss  than  those  for  July  1938.    Exceptions,  however,  were  flax,  cattle, 
and  prepared  pork.
